5. GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE OF GUAM. SPEAKER JOE ADA OF GUAM 
LEGISLATURE MADE PUBLIC RELEASE OPPOSING USE OF GUAM AS A QUOTE 
DUMPING GROUND FOR REFUGEE REJECTS UNQUOTE. HE WAS RESPONDING TO A 
STORY IN YESTERDAY S PAPER FROM GANNETT NEWS SERVICES 
WASHINGTON BUREAU WHICH REPORTED ON USG LETTER TO SENATOR 
CRANSTON STATING THAT USG WOULD DETAIN INDEFINITELY ON GUAM ALL 
BAR GIRLS. PROSTITUTES AND OTHERS OF QUESTIONABLE BACKGROUNDS. 

ADA STATED QUOTE THE FACT THAT THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT HOLDS US IN 
SO LITTLE REGARD THAT THEY WOULD EVEN CONSIDER SUCH A MOVE IS 
SHOCKING. THIS ACTION CAN ONLY RESULT IN A MAJOR INCREASE IN 

CRIME, IN THE DESTRUCTION OF MORAL ATTITUDES AND VALUES AND WOULD 
TOTALLY DESTROY THE REPUTATION AND IMAGE OF GUAM BOTH NATIONALLY
